3. The National Committee will broadly discuss, identify 
and recommend programmes for implementation during Cen¬ 
tenary Celebrations. 

4. The recommendations of the Committee will be consi¬ 
dered by the Government for implementation. 

5. The Committee would have powers to co-opt Members 
and keeping in view the requirement may constitute Subject 
Committees and Sub-Committees also.

How¬ 
ever, they will be entitled to travel by air at their discretion,
